and trust companies and the share-holding firms 


include representatives of ^N'ev York City, 


Buffalo. Boston, Springfield. Mass.. Bridgeport, 
Conn., and Philadelphia, The financial interests 
comprising it are representative of large manufac- 
turing and selling interests -whose products f>nter 
largely into the export trade. 


It is the immediate object of the Edge amend- 


ment to the reserve act to aid in financing tbe 
sale of American products. The financial condi- 
tion of Europe, in vie-sr of the sore need for Am- 
erican material and manufactnres in the rehabili- 
tation of ihe former belligerent countries, made 
il highly desirable to devise some means for ex- 
tending longer term credits to the European buj- 
crz. But it is expected that tbe new law -«*ill be 
serviceable to the conntry'B foreign trade at all 
limes. An amendment to the reserve act passed 
in 1916 authorized national banks having a capi- 
tal and surplus of ?1,000,000 or more to invest a 
limited amount in the stock of corporations or- 
ganized to carry on a banking business in foreign 
countries and the Edge act provides for the or- 
ganization of a class of each, bonds tender the Fed-

These Edge banks differ from the regular bank- 


ing institution. TVhile they are allowed to accept 
deposits in this country it is only as incidental to 
their foreign business. They are not primarily 
banks of deposits. Again, instead of obtaining 
iheir loaning power from depositors they aie to 
get it from investors, by the saJe of their obliga- 
tions either in the form of long term debentures, 
acceptances or other paper isamed by them. In 
the actual case of the First Foreign. Banking Cor- 
poration. tie stock has been placed -vrith banks 
and manufacturing companies in certain locali- 
ties where the manufacturers are interested in 
foreign trade and TrhjerQ there is a considerable 
amotuai of capital for 


quantities of currency, aro physical conditions' 
u-hich cannot be sidestepped. The remedy Is larg- 
er production' and smaller consumption. This 
will rob the profiteer of his opportunity and per- 
mit tbe retirement of a significant portion, of the 
paper credits now doing duty as money.
